Solicitation of patients by physicians as indi¬ 
viduals, or collectively in groups by whatsoever 
name these be called, or by institutions or organiza¬ 
tions, or by personal communications, is unprofes¬ 
sional (From principles of Medical Ethics).

The Y ounqstoivn Vindi¬ 
cator, carries as high type medical information to 
its readers as ANY newspaper. The Vindicator 
has co-operated with the Medical Society in the 
best interests of the public, and I hope this recip¬ 
rocal relationship will continue to exist. We are 
both interested in prevention, be that pneumonia, 
syphilis, typhoid or acne. Alay the time soon come 
when those individuals who need printer's ink to 
subsist, will not exist.

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MEDICAL EDUCATION OF THE PUBLIC 

By DR. A. ]. BRANDT 


! won(1 cr how many men of t]le 
■tn-j'.rv took the time to look through 
reprint from Mr. E. H. Hobst, the 
■ resident of tlie Ho ft"man-La Roche 
^ :npnny, which recently came in 
your mail. The subject matter of this 
pamphlet appeared originally in the 
Rerih Review under the titles, “The 
< hit'll Versus Self-Preservation/’ “The 
DoiTorh Income,” and “Will Organ¬ 
ized Medicine Speak to the People?” 

U e arc all aware of the harmful 
uhlicity that the medical profession 
i ceiling by means of print, radio 
md movies. The respect and venera- 
to-n. that placed the physician next 
i 'I the clergy, no longer exists in 
;L' days when some of our patients 
Imp around for medical services 
i iit« h as if they were buying living 
mm furniture. 

An example of this type of publicity 
w.- brought out recently' in the mo- 
nun picture called “A Doctor’s Diary” 
Much some of you may have caught 
it one of the local theatres. This is 
pi ture of hospital life propounding 
. question of medical ethics involved 
in 'he treatment of a charity patient. 

I do not believe it would have been 
possible to portray the doctor in a 
nmrr unfavorable light, or to put 


more unreal and impossible situations 
in one motion picture. Hut such is 
the story flashed on the screen of 
this great nation. 

All new medical and pseudo-med¬ 
ical fads and quackery are widely 
written up m newspapers and maga¬ 
zines, always with the innuendo that 
ethical medicine frowns on these 
methods because they cut down the 
necessity of surgical procedures and 
other types of treatment. 

Of course, part of the blame for 
this adverse publicity is our own fault 
in neglecting to apply the proper pro- 
pity lactic. What has ethical medicine 
done to bring the truth to the public? 
Eusiness methods do have a place in 
medical practise. Economically 1 be¬ 
lieve much can he done to divert at 
least a part of the £550,000,000 that 
annually flow into the pockets of 
patent medicine vendors. Organized 
medicine can and should bring to Air. 
John Q. Public the right kind of 
educational measures that will teach 
him the proper place and importance 
of ethical medicine in his daily life. 
1 he real truth of socialized medic ine 
could be dramatically driven home, 
where it will do the most good. It 
is our hope that American medicine 
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will remain tree from the log-rolling 
and foot-balling and pork-barrel taint 
of grasping political systems. 

Mr. Bobst suggests a nation wade 
radio hook-up l) road easting tire mes¬ 
sage of Organized Medicine each 
week, at a time when it will reach 
the greatest number of people. He 
suggests between the hours of 6 and 9 
on Sunday evening, and in addition 
lie includes expensive radio talent to 
gain the proper audience. Perhaps 
tlie music of Rudy Vallee or a Sym¬ 
phony orchestra, or the nonsense of 
Jack Benny could help to bring to 
millions of people a dramatic medical 
message in a most pleasant manner. 
Most people are intensely interested 
m any form of information regarding 
hospitals, doctors, operations or ques¬ 
tions of public health. 1 do not be¬ 
lieve that any of us can realize the 
wealth of influence a program such 
as this could wield for our cause, if it 
was presented to the people in this 
manner each week for forty weeks of 
every year. 

To finance the plan Air. Bobst be¬ 
lieves that pharmaceutical companies 
would readily and willingly raise the 
5400,000 required annually. As a 
starter lie pledges his company to give 
520,000 eaeli year for five years un¬ 
der the following conditions : 

First. t|iat other pharmaceutical 
concerns of acceptable ethical stand¬ 
ing raise the balance of the 5400,000 
required each year. 

Second, that the money be given 
to the A. AI. A. without strings or 
reservations. 

Third, that the contributing phar¬ 
maceutical houses appoint a commit¬ 
tee to meet with a committee of 
physicians appointed by the A. M. A. 
tor the purpose of cooperation in put¬ 
ting the advertising plans into effect. 

Finally, that the names of the con¬ 
tributors to this fund shall never be 
made known to the public in any 
form of advertising, either directly or 
indirectly. 


1 think the plan has merit and de¬ 
serves serious consideration. Look it 
up and read it through. What is your 
reaction ? 

We are all in agreement that a 
program of education for the public 
is imperative, and this is a workable 
simple, businesslike manner of cam¬ 
paign.

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MEMORANDUM SN OPPOSITION TO HOUSE BILL 172 

(CHIROPRACTIC BILL) 


’] in's proposal should not be enact- 
i rur the following sound and logical 
rratsnns: 

1. If enacted, it would destroy the 
•. • • tt responsible, centralized heens - 

■ iu system for all those who treat 
tin sick. 

The experience of other states 
u liidi have systems of multiple exam- 

■ mg and licensing boards shows a 
‘finite lowering of educational stand- 
ids and inefficiency in regulation. 
I "he multiple-board plan permits in- 

mipetents and impostors to delude 
the public and prey upon the sick, 
i lie wisdom of the Ohio Legislature 
n esiuhlishing one board to examine, 
lii ense and regulate all who treat the 
a k Sins been proven many times. 

House Bill 172 would establish a 
precedent, and a dangerous one, for 
thr creation of other boards among 
practitioners of the healing arts. It 
. • dd disintegrate the state’s author- 
jo over those who practice medicine 
and surgery or any of its branches^ 
in other words all who treat the sick 
and disabled. Your attention is called 
u die fact that two other proposals 
hi establish separate examining and 
1 censing boards for practitioners of 
1 ir healing arts have been introduced 
into tliis General Assembly. Should 
i lis 1. gislature enact any of these 
diver proposals, it is inevitable that 
iwo years from now practitioners of 
d nt the other dozen or more groups 
«,i limited practitioners will be here 
asking for separate licensing boards, 
'ton can easily imagine the dangerous 
and chaotic condition which would 
i ‘wit should these requests be grant- 
. 1 believe this Legislature does not 
want to take the responsibility for 
-i.i: dishing such a precedent. Com¬ 
petent administration, good law en¬ 
forcement and maintenance of high 
standards cannot be accomplished if 
authority and responsibility are scat¬ 


tered. In this connection it is inter¬ 
esting to note that no less than 25 
or 30 bills creating separate boards 
of various kinds have been introduced 
at this session. It is questionable just 
how far the state can and should go 
in this direction. One thing is certain : 
It is entirely unnecessary to establish 
multiple boards to regulate individ¬ 
uals engaged in the same held of en¬ 
deavor, such as persons engaged in 
the practice of the healing arts, 

2. House Bill 1/2 u’ould greaily 
extend the field of practice of chiro¬ 
practic and iu effect would permit 
chiropractors to treat all kinds oi 
diseases and injuries and permit them 
to do everything except prescribe 
drugs included in Materia Me die a 
and perform major surgery. 

By implication, this proposal would 
permit chiropractors to perform minor 
surgery and to use and prescribe drugs 
and substances not included in Ma¬ 
teria Medica, but which would be 
dangerous to public health unless used 
on the advice of trained and compe¬ 
tent physicians. 

This bill, if enacted, would legis¬ 
late chiropractors into “physicians.” 
It would extend their legal rights 
and permit them to treat all types of 
injuries under the Workmen’s Com¬ 
pensation Law. 11 would even be 
possible, if this bill becomes a law, 
for chiropractors, in spite of their ad¬ 
verse theories toward communicable 
diseases and bacterial origin, to be 
appointed health commissioners and 
even superintendents of state hospitals 
for the treatment of mental afflic¬ 
tions ; also, to treat other wards of 
the state by use of their “single meth¬ 
od” system of healing. 

This bill would be detrimental 
from the standpoint of public health 
administration in the quarantine, con¬ 
trol and elimination of communicable 
diseases. 
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>. Ifouse Bill 172 ivoaid perwit 
(him praetors ivithout ad equate scien¬ 
tial' training to sign death certificates 
and thus destroy the accuracy of vital 
statistics, o/i which much of the value 
of preventive medicine is based. 

4. Chiropractors at present can he 
licensed it they hat e reasonable qual¬ 
ifications. 

Under the present law they are not 
permitted to treat infectious, conta¬ 
gious and venereal diseases nor to 
sign death certificates, and they should 
not he permitted to do so. 

Their present practice now limits 
them to the “detecting and adjusting 
by hand only of vertebral subluxa¬ 
tions.” Even the rather vague defini¬ 
tion of chiropractic set forth in this 
hill indicates quite clearly that chiro¬ 
practic is a single system theory of 
treating all kinds of diseases and dis¬ 
abilities. 

Records of the State Medical Board 
show that up to December 1, 1936, 
497 chiropractors had been licensed 
to practice in Ohio, 244 of whom 
have been licensed since July 1, 1923. 
During the past 13 years there 'were 
356 individual applicants in the exam¬ 
inations before the State Medical 
Board for chiropractic licenses, of 
whom 244 were licensed and 112 
failed. 

These figures show' conclusively 
that chiropractic graduates with rea¬ 
sonable qualifications and training can 
paw the examinations given by the 
Medical Board and obtain licenses. 

In order to he eligible for examina¬ 
tion and licensure in Ohio, chiroprac¬ 
tors must now have a high school 
education or its equivalent, as a pre¬ 
liminary, and a certificate of a resi¬ 
dent attendance at a chiropractic 
school for 24 months. 

Until 1927, a resident course of only 
18 mouths w as required, but upon the 
recommendation of licensed chiroprac¬ 
tors the present rules and regulations 
governing chiropractic were revised 
at that time to require 24 months of 
resident training. 


"There is nothing in the present law 
and regulations of. the State Medical 
Board to prevent chiropractors from 
raising their own educational stand¬ 
ards or petitioning the State Medical 
Board to require higher requirements 
of applicants for chiropractic licenses, 
if they desire to do so. 

"Those now applying for licensure 
must pass the examinations in the 
fundamental sciences (anatomy, phys¬ 
iology, chemistry, pathology, and 
diagnosis) before the State Medical 
Board and pass an examination in 
chiropractic subjects as given by an 
examining committee of licensed chi¬ 
ropractors, which committee is ap¬ 
pointed by the Board on Recommen¬ 
dations of the Licensed Chiropractic 
Society of Ohio. 

It is not only logical but advisable 
that examinations in the fundamental, 
sciences be given by those especially 
qualified through education and train¬ 
ing. "There is only one kind of anat¬ 
omy, one kind of physiology, one kind 
of chemistry, etc. If a person knows 
his anatomy, his physiology, his chem¬ 
istry, he has little difficulty passing an 
examination in these subjects, no mat¬ 
ter who gives the examination. If an 
examination is to mean anything, 
however, it should be given by those 
best qualified to make such examina¬ 
tions. 

0. Are chiropractors qualified at 
present through education and train¬ 
ing to engage in the unlimited practice 
of medicinef H ould they be any bet¬ 
ter qualified to do so should House 
Bill 172 be enacted 8 

"Die answer to these questions is 
NO. 

"Idle present law requiring only' 
limited educational qualifications in¬ 
tends, and properly so, that chiro¬ 
practors shall be limited in their field 
of practice, and permitted to practice 
in a limited, not unlimited, field of 
physical conditions. 

"The maximum educational require¬ 
ments exacted at present of applicants 
for a license to practice chiropractic 
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ind other limited branches of medi¬ 
cine are high school graduation or its 

. i a lent and satisfactory completion 
hI a residence course of 24 months 
it an approved chiropractic school. 
MOUSE BILL 172 would make no 
n ferial change in these requirements, 
n tact its provisions are so vague it 
. doubtful if even the above modest 

quirements would be maintained. 

This lull states that a chiropractic 
pplicant must have at least 5,000 ac¬ 
ademic hours of work. Obviously, this 
■ a meaningless provision. Whether 
i person is qualified to engage in the 
unrestricted practice of medicine de- 
p |, iuL not only on the number of hours 
of academic work he takes, but also 
on u hat he is taught while a student. 
A person probably could go to chiro¬ 
practic school for 10 years and yet 
ipun graduation would not be any 
better trained to engage in the gen¬ 
eral practice of medicine than are 
p a e*en t-day chiropractors who have 
had but 24 months of training. Cur¬ 
se a him, faculty and equipment are 
more important than the vague term 
*;u ademic hours." 

Contrast for a moment the require- 
i i ■ iits cited for chiropractors with 
t I lost* exacted of applicants for li- 
rnses to practice general medicine 
and surgery in Ohio who must have at 
h ast two years of college in addition 
To high school before taking a medical 
course of at least four years. As a 
matter of fact, many medical schools 
i • w are requiring five years as a pre¬ 
requisite to graduation, in addition to 
no I years of preliminary college edu- 
.. iti- ii—seven years in all. 

Statement in Opposition to Passage of 

Senate Bill 132 (Osteopathic Bill) 

This bill should not be enacted 
tor the following reasons: 

I. Its enactment would not serve 
11 .' 1 best interests of the public in that 
st would permit persons with inferior 
training to treat the sick without any 
i Mnctiofi on the methods employed. 


2. It wo u 1 d c re a te a dual stand¬ 
ard of practitioners clothed with 
equal authority. 

3. It would establish a had legal 
precedent for the establishment of a 
multiple hoard system of examining 
and licensing persons desiring to 
practice the healing arts.

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A SIMPLE AND ECONOMICAL METHOD OF BINDING 
MEDICAL PERIODICALS 

By SAMUEL KLATMAN, M. D. 


With the establishment of the li¬ 
brary at the Youngstown Hospital, 
a simple and economical method of 
binding periodicals was devised, thus 
enabling the preservation of funds to 
purchase the periodicals and texts. 
From time to time the procedure was 
changed and improved to increase 
durability and to improve appearance 
so that at the present time it is felt 
that the bound volumes form a highly 
durable and neat appearing volume 

for even the roughest kind of han¬ 
dling. 

The following description is the 
method used at the Youngstown 

11 ospitah 

Equipment 

1 Look clamp 
I electric drill 
1 Upholsterers need le 
1 screw driver 
1 pair shears 

I pair pliers 

1 electric stylus 
1 paste brush 
1 flat top wooden table 
1 12-inch paper cutter 

Materml Usee! 

Flexible fiber board 
Waxed linen 
Upholsterer’s thread 
Green hook cloth 
White transfer paper 
Library Paste 
Desk blotters. 

An available space in the hospital 
is used as a work shop and the table 
is set in this space. The hook clamp 
is screwed to the top of the table so 
that the edge of the clamp projects 
over the edge of the table. The rest 
of the equipment is arranged for con¬ 
venience. 

Preparing Volume for Binding. 

The covers and advertising mate¬ 
rial are ripped from each issue of the 
periodical. The sections of the peri- ■ 
odical are then separated and the glue 
from the edge scraped off and the 


sections placed in their sequence using 
the page numbers as a guide. The 
title of the volume and table of con¬ 
tents are placed at the front of the 
volume and the index allowed to re¬ 
main at the end. Cheek the volume 
to make sure that the sections have 
been placed in their proper sequence. 
Next cut two pieces of the flexible 
fiber board each to correspond to the 
width and length of the volume. One 
piece of board is placed at the front 
of the volume and one piece at the 
end. 

Binding the Volume. 

1 he volume and its covers are 
placed in the hook clamp after mak¬ 
ing sure that the edges and the hack 
of the volume are lined up properly. 
Push the volume into the clamp so 
that the hack of the volume is even 
with the edge of the clamp. The 
clamp is tightened and holes are 
drilled through the volume using the 
holes in the book damp as a guide. 
Loosen the clamp and slide the back 
of the volume out of the clamp for 
a distance of about two inches and 
tighten the clamp again. 

To sew the volume take sufficient 
thread to sew the volume with a 
double thread. For sewing, a singer 
stitch is used, d ie a knot in the end 
of the thread leaving about three 
inches of thread free. Start in the 
first hole to the right and bring the 
needle and thread back through the 
second hole. Thread the needle 
through the two strands of thread to 
catch tlie knot and pull the knot into 
the second hole. Sew hack and forth 
to the left through the holes and 
then back and forth to the right to 
the second hole and tie the thread to 
the free end left. The thread should 
he pulled just tight enough to he firm 
without putting any tension on it. 
If tliis is done, when the volume is 
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irmuved from the clamp, it will ex- 
, ami ufficiently to hold it firmly to- 
■ ■ it i and still open easily. Remove 
she volume from the clamp. 

Making the Back! 

A piece of book cloth is cut two 
inches wider and two inches longer 
J in the thickness and length of the 
olume. Fold the book cloth so that 
ir folded cloth corresponds to the 
lliidrfU'ss and length of the volume 
vOtli tme inch overlapping at each end 
ltd each side. From each overlapping 
od cut out a triangular piece and 
)ld hook cloth along solid lines. 

Labeling. 

Fm the purpose of labeling the 
v) nine, white transfer paper and an 
electric stylus are used. The stylus 
i- plugged into the electric circuit 
am! when it becomes hot, the printing 
is done on the transfer paper which 
n held flatly against the book cloth 
hereby transformg the white paint 
[ the book cloth. The lettering 
I mid he centered on the hook cloth 
..i'd should he uniformly the same 
distance from the top and bottom of 
tlie volume. At our library the title 
i- : laced two inches from the top and 
rhi volume number and year three 
inches from the bottom of the volume, 
[lie type of lettering used depends 
i pun the skill and preference of the 
] i msec. We use a block type of letter 
mice it is simpler and more easily 
made uniform. 

Placing the Book Cloth on the Volume. 

A strip of desk blotter is cut to 
correspond to the length and thick- 
nc- of the volume. Desk blotter 
i i,ikm a good hack because it is suf- 
u iently firm and yet pliable to insure 
ulength and at the same time allow 
: r, ! he easy opening of the volume. 
Fins strip of blotter is pasted into 
llie inside of the hook cloth within 
Mu lines denoting the length and 
thickness of the volume and then the 
m Idle tabs on the end of the hook 
Teh are folded over and pasted onto 


the blotter. The entire inside of the 
hook cloth is then covered with u 
thin coating of the paste and the hack 
of the volume also coated with the 
paste. 'The hook cloth is then pasted 
onto the hack of the volume, the 
projecting sides onto the volume cov¬ 
ers and the projecting tabs on the 
end of the hook cloth are folded un¬ 
der the covers in the four corners. 
Tlie paste is allowed to dry before 
the volume is placed on the shelf. 

It is hoped that the description of 
the above method of binding volumes 
will he an aid to hospitals, who- : 
funds are limited, in the maintenance 
of their libraries. The average cost 
of binding by this method is approx¬ 
imately 10 cents per volume. There 
is usually someone about the hospital 
who would enjoy the work as a hobby. 

SECRETARY’S REPORT 

The Ohio State Medical Associa¬ 
tion has deemed necessary that it 
should have a new Constitution. I his 
has been written and is now* in effect. 

The Mahoning County 1 Medical 
Society has rewvritten its Constitu¬ 
tion. This document was read to the 
Council of the Society' February 5, 
1937, in its entirety. On February 
16, 1937, it was read to the general 
Medical Society meeting by title only. 
Its entire wording is in this number 
of the Bulletin for your study, At 
a future general meeting the member¬ 
ship may voice its approval or disap¬ 
proval. It is urged therefore that a 
personal study he made by each of 
the members of the Society. 

In addition to the reading of the 
Constitution the routine business of 
the Society was eared for at the last 
Council meeting. 

One outstanding problem discussed 
wars how ;i to deal with surgical castas 
occurring during the course of a con¬ 
tagious disease. "This really consti¬ 
tutes a serious measure. The Munic¬ 
ipal Hospital is not kept in sufficiently 
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good condition to utilize it for oper¬ 
ative cases. It seems that some of 
these cases must he operated in the 
homes. We realize full well that in 
present day accomplishments it is 
quite undesirable to he handicapped 
m this manner. Neither private hos¬ 
pitals in the city have set apart a 
department for contagious diseases. 
Therefore the only chance for hos¬ 
pitalization for these cases is the mu¬ 
nicipal hospital. It is high time for 
some one in authority to see that 
space and equipment be furnished to 
care for these cases that develop sur¬ 
gical complications. 'This problem 
has been referred to the Public Health 
C urn nut tee. 

When one Sees the subject of 
Pneumonia” used for a topic of 
discussion at a Medical meeting, one 
wonders what can be said that is of 
real value. It is true that stagnation 
may overcome one to the point that 
the real values are being overlooked. 
It may be that in this disease Dr. W. 
YV. G. Maclachlan, who spoke on 
"Some Chemical Problems of Pneu- 
mococcic Pneumonia’' at the Youngs¬ 
town Club February 16, 1937, offered 
some hope that the curtain may be 
lifted to the view' of better days for 
those afflicted with this disease. It 
may be that the captain of the men 
of death w ill find a conqueror. This 
is a great problem to solve hut so 
were others that have been victorious. 
New hope is in the offing. 

It is quite necessary that the Legis¬ 
lative Committee of our Society re¬ 
ceive our support when called for. 
M any new bills have been introduced 
in the State Legislature that touch 
upon the interests of the Medical 
Profession. M any of the proposals 
should be killed in committee before 
reaching the floor of the Legislative 
body. This can be done best by per¬ 
sonal contact and by letter to key 
men. 

11 will be hut a short time until 
the local Society will salute the Post¬ 


er a duate I)ay, the hig event of the 
year. It is not only notable but it is 
a definite compliment to this County 
unit to be able to a 11 r ac t the g re a t 
medical minds of the United States 
and Canada. From the inception of 
the Postgraduate I)a\ we have been 
successful. YVe are favored this year 
by another outstanding group of med¬ 
ical authorities and a valuable day 
is expected. 'The local members are 
hosts to a large number of physicians 
who are given an opportunity to hear 
and see great leaders in the various 
fields of medicine. All physicians 
who are able to attend this event are 
welcome and will profit.

Dear Dr. Bunn: 

The American Foundation would 
ike to profit by whatever informal 
and confidential reply you feel able 
'o make to our present inquiry. Brief- 
j we wish to make a genuinely im¬ 
partial presentation of the present or- 
y -Cation of medical service through- 
mr tile country and of the various 
projects proposed during recent years 
!or revising the organization of that 
service in various respects. 

1937 


Let me say at once that Tlie .Amer¬ 
ican Foundation has nothing to advo¬ 
cate. We have no preconceived ob¬ 
jective—as, for instance, state med¬ 
icine, group insurance, voluntary or 
compulsory, etc. Our studies are not 
even based upon a conviction that any 
essential change in the present studies 
of the organization of medical care, 
the allocation of medical costs, etc., 
etc. While certain interesting facts 
or observations have been turned up 
by some of these surveys, our general 
feeling is that perhaps more heat than 
light may have been developed and 
that the essential factors are still very 
much in need of clarification and of 
comprehensive and impartial presenta¬ 
tion. 

In making such a presentation, we 
believe the first step is to summarize 
and present fairly the views of ex¬ 
perienced men in the medical profes¬ 
sion, because they are the persons 
whose judgment should control. 1 n 
asking your cooperation we are aware 
that for approximately twenty years 
past you have probably been more 
concerned with the exacting problems 
of medical science than with social 
theories of any nature. We know 
also, however, that twenty years of 
medical practice in a community must 
have resulted in certain impressions, 
if not conclusions, and we think a 
crystallization of the experience of 
the qualified medical men of the coun¬ 
try is the most likely source of illumi¬ 
nation in any fair attempt to clarify 
a question that has become unprofit¬ 
ably controversial. 

Will you help us by now giving us 
your views informally, with our as¬ 
surance that no public use will be 
made of them? We should like to 
summarize the replies we receive from 
the selected men to whom this letter 
is now going and then issue the sum- 
mary coa fiden 1 ially to the f*t rsons that 
conirihat ed to it. Fven this limited 
use of your reply we shall not make 
if you prefer to write us m entire 
confidence; and if you like we shall 
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be glad to re ter to you am quotation 
We might make from your letter for 
your approval tii make sure that it 
adequately covers your view. In case 
wider use of the confidential summary 
should seem advisable later we should 
certainly return to you for your ex- 
plEeit consent to the inclusion of your 
comment. 

\\ e are not presenting to y ou any 
formal inquiries or any ^question¬ 
naire/ ' since we somewhat distrust 
the usefulness of such a method. 
What we should really like to have 
is your free expression as to whether 
your years of experience in the com¬ 
munity or communities in which you 
have practiced have led you to feel 
that any essential change in the pres¬ 
ent organization of medical service is 
needed. 

I f you do think some essential 
change is needed, in what direction 
do yarn think it should be—in anv 
form of insurance, voluntary nr com¬ 
pulsory . J In the greater participation 
by the state in the provision of med¬ 
ical service to the people? In govern¬ 
ment subsidies without government 
administration ? 1 n the extension of 

the public health services—and which 
of them- federal, state, local or all 
of these ? I n an extension of com¬ 
munity hospitalization, group clinics, 
public health nursing? In a more di¬ 
rect relation between medical science 
as represented by the leading physi¬ 
cians of the country and public health 
administration? If you consider it 
desirable or imperative that the med¬ 
ical profession through the medical 
societies should control standards, 
public health appointments, etc., how 
do you think that this end could best 
he achieved ? 

I f we can collect and summarize 
the experience and thought of medical 
leaders throughout the country' on 
questions like these, the result should 
clarify the situation and at least bring 
to the fore the mam issues that must 


be taken into account in any profound 
and profitable attempt to arrive at 
solutions for the present problems of 
medical progress and medical care. 

The names of our governing Com¬ 
mittee will, 1 hope, reassure you as 
to our method, our ability to respect 
confidence, and as to the general char¬ 
acter of our activities. Obviously, we 
do not solicit members or funds. Our 
study of public health is part of a 
comprehensive study of the functions 
of government in various fields. Our 
general objective is to investigate the 
drgree to which government may 
wisely serve its citizens within the 
limits of the parliamentary' system. 

I n the field of public health our 
governing assumption is presumably 
your own—that the maintenance of 
the highest scientific quality in med¬ 
ical care must a 1 way's he a primary 
consideration. All social schemes must 
be submitted to this test and no 
scheme or plan that involves compro¬ 
mise in this respect can furnish the 
reply r to present medical arid social 
problems. In the interest of preserv¬ 
ing this principle there is obvious need 
for crystallizing the competent med¬ 
ical judgment of the country and 
bringing it to hear upon public think¬ 
ing at the present time. This letter 
and any r reply you may make are di¬ 
rected toward this end. 

We 1 1 o pe o u r letter e x plains o u r 
purposes and procedure sufficiently to 
make you feel that your cooperation 
is warranted. Y\ c realize that you 
may' not wish to reply' hurriedly', but 
we shall appreciate your replying as 
soon as you have a fit opportunity. 

With appreciation of your courtesy 
and the cooperation we hope you will 
give, believe me to be.

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MEDICAL CLEANINGS

(Tollman in his Monograph on 
Thr Adrenals states: 

"The rate of secretion of epine- 
jihr in is increased In' the stimulation 
t the splanchnic nerves. Sectioning 
nl thi nerves abolishes the secretion. 
1 lir dood pressure rise on stimulat- 
iin the splanchnics is only partly due 
lu the liberation of epinephrine for 
tl ; pressure effect is in part obtain- 
alib after occlusioni of the adrenal 
wins. Anestliesia markedly decreases 
rite rate of secretion of epinephrine 
’.chile in hemorrhage there is a marked 
increase m secretion. Meat causes an 
nnicase in secretion. Exclusion bv 
libation of the carotid sinus causes 
. i increased secretion of epinephrine. 
Moderate doses of strychnine cause 
ui increase in secretion. It is probable 
that nicotine not only releases epine¬ 
phrine from the medulla of the ad- 
m;d glands but also the epinephrine 
ant* of the extra adrenal chromaphil 
r issue. Choline and acetylcholine do 
not manifest any appreciable effect 
ini epinephrine secretion. Atroplnne, 
q i!nine and phvsostigmine increase 
i pinephrme secretion. Morphine in- 
i reuses the secretion in dogs while 
1 ■■ secretion is reduced in cats, His- 
1 . nine, irradiation with x-ray, infec- 
i ons and burns increase the secretion. 
Starvation and diphtheria toxin re¬ 
duce the epinephrine contents of the 
.nhenals.” 

\s to the function of epinephrine 
lit* concludes that it is linked w itli 
Cortical physiology. An increased se¬ 
cretion of epinephrine will assure a 
belter secretion of the cortical hor¬ 
mone, It is the failure of cortical 
i issue and not the medullar)' which 
i- responsible for the symptoms of 
Addison’s disease. Animals dying of 
"runic adrenal insufficiency slum- a 
■viking hypertrophy of the thymus 
and lymphatic tissues generally. There 
n a decrease in sodium and chloride 
uncentration of the blood while po¬ 
tassium is increased. The use of so¬ 


dium chloride in adrenal insufficien y 
is to be highly recommended in all 
acute eases and m chronic cases 
where the cost of the cortical hor¬ 
mone makes it necessary to economize 
on its use. Where the cortical hor¬ 
mone is available the addition of tin 
extra salt is unnecessary. In Addi¬ 
son’s disease there is a loss of toler¬ 
ance to infections and toxins, and 
hence a minor ailment max precipi¬ 
tate a crisis. 

Tuberculosis is found in about T)y, 
of all cases of Addison’s disease. It 
is doubtful whether it is ever primer\ 
in the adrenals. 

Failure to recognize Addison’s dis¬ 
ease may often occur particularly in 
those cases in which there is no 
marked pigmentation. In some case-, 
patients dying suddenly under anes¬ 
thetic were found to have extensive 
adrenal disease in a latent state prior 
to the operation. The reaction of 
patients suffering from Addison’s dis¬ 
ease to a sudden deprivation of salt 
lias recently been suggested as a diag¬ 
nostic aid in doubtful cases. Subject¬ 
ing these patients to a salt free diet 
may throw them into an acute crisis. 

The use of epinephrine in the treat¬ 
ment is of no beneht. There can he 
no doubt that the symptoms of Ad¬ 
dison’s disease are due to an absence 
of the vital adrenal cortical hormone 
Hence the first requirement of suc¬ 
cessful therapy must consist in supply¬ 
ing an amount of the hormone ade¬ 
quate for relieving the patient. 

Concerning traumatic neurosis, 
Ross says: "If the legal profession* 
bench, bar and solicitors, could grasj 
the conception of neurosis, and if it 
were possible that legislators could 
become capable of being educated to 
see not trauma, hut advantage to he 
gained by a history of trauma, was 
what made these people ill, this form

Quorum 

Twenty-five per cent, oi the Aeln ■ 
Members shall constitute a quorum oi the 
Society. 

The old used the word "voting” instead 
of "active,” the latter word being used 
In tlie new to comply with Article III. 

ARTICLE VI 
Funds and Expenses 

Funds for meetings and expenses nl 
the Society shall be raised hv annual dues, 
special assessments, and voluntary con¬ 
tributions. Fund* may be appropriated 
for such purposes as, in the opinion id 
the Society, and as provided in the Hy- 
Laws, will promote its welfare ami that 
of the Profession. 

Neither the old Constitution nor the 
Hy-Laws provides the machinery for 
special appropriations of funds. The oniv 
changes here are (a) to add the words 
"in the opinion of the Society,” in order 
to make clear who is to determine whether 
an appropriation will affect the purposes 
stated; and (b) to provide later, in the 
Hy-Laws for the procedure of such ap- 
p ropriations. 

ARTICLE VII 
Approval 

The Society in conformity with the 
Hy-Laws ol the State Association, shall 
apply to the Council of the State Associa¬ 
tion for approval of this Constitution and 
the Hy-Laws made thereunder, and of 
any amendments thereof.

’Ehis is to comply with the State Hy- 
Laws. 

ARTICLE VIII 
Incorporation 

The Society, bv a majority vote at any 
regular meeting, and in the manner pro¬ 
vided in the Hy-Laws, shall have author¬ 
ity to direct the Council to arrange for 
articles oi incorporation. 

I'he old constitution granted the power 
to incorporate but provided for no specific 
agency to carry out its mandate. Th* Ar¬ 
ticle is not otherwise essentially changed. 

ARTICLE IX 
Amendments 

The Society may amend any article of 
this Constitution by a two-thirds vote of 
its active members at any regular meet¬ 
ing; provided, that such amendment or

amendments are not in conflict with tTfe 
Constitution ami Bv-Laws of the State 
Association ; provided, also, that each of 
such amendments shall have been read in 
open session at one of the two previous 
1 gular meetings, except that, by unani¬ 
mous consent, tlie reading by title of any 
such amendments -dm!! be sufficient; and 
provided, aLo, that a copy of each of such 
amendments shall be published in the next 
issue of The Bulletin following such read¬ 
ing, and shall be acted upon by the Society 
at the next regular meeting held not less 
than 30 days after such publication. 

The old article provides that amend¬ 
ments shall not he in conflict with the 
‘daws and regulations" of the State Asso¬ 
ciation. 'The new one is worded to con¬ 
form to the “letter" of the By-Laws of 
the State Association. 

Jdie new article makes it mandatory 
that the will of the Society shall be ex¬ 
pressed within the limited period of not 
mote than three regular meetings, and 
tints prevents delay, whether bv negligence 
or design. The old article simply pro¬ 
vided 10 days; notice, which could be in¬ 
terpreted to mean anytime more than 10 
d ays—-perhaps 10 months, 

ARTICLE X 

All officers whose terms have not ex¬ 
pired at the time this Constitution shall 
be adopted shall serve as such during the 
remainder of their unexpired terms. 

ARTICLE XI 
Mutual Obligation 

Each member hereby agrees arid binds 
himself to accept as final, all decisions of 
this Society nr its Council, in any matter 
brought before it except that the right to 
appeal to the Council of the Ohio State 
Medical Association shall not he abro¬ 
gated. AH legal provisions to the ron- 
t r a r v are h e re by vv a i v ed. 

ARTICLE XII 
Repeal 

Upon adoption of this Constitution and 
its approval by the Council of the State 
A->ociation, all previous Constitutions are 
hereby repealed.

BY-LAWS 

Proposed for The Mahoning County 
Medical Society. 
CHAPTER I 

Classification of Membership 

Suction I . This Society shall consist 
of Active, Associate, X on-Resident, and 
IIonorarv .Members. 


Active Members 

Suer ion 2. Any legally qualified rep¬ 
utable physician, a Doctor of Medicine, 
and a resident of this County, whose li¬ 
cense to practice medicine has been regis¬ 
tered with the County Clerk of Mahoning 
County, and who has been engaged in 
active practice, not including hospital in¬ 
ternship, for at least one year in this 
County; and any reputable retired physi¬ 
cian, a Doctor of Medicine, and a resident 
of this County, whose license to practice 
medicine has been registered with the 
County Clerk of Mahoning Countv, and 
who has previously engaged in active 
practice tor at least one year in this 
County, are eligible for active member¬ 
ship; provided, such physicians must he 
citizens of the United States or have in¬ 
dicated their intention to become citizens 
by filing their first naturalization papers; 
and provided, alum, that they do not prac¬ 
tice nor profess to practice sectarian med¬ 
icine and are not affiliated with any group 
of organization which aims to foster any 
exclusive dogma in medicine. 

The new d i ffers from the old in dnip¬ 
ping: (a) “any graduate in medicine and 
resident for at least one year in Mahoning 
County." This clause of the old lifts in 
behalf of this group the probation period 
of active practice, as required in the pre¬ 
ceding clause. Further, it does not pro¬ 
vide for legal licensure, simply saving 
that “anv graduate in medicine and resi¬ 
dent for at least one year" (whether he 
pmetises or not) shall he eligible for 
mernbei ship. And dropping (b) all that 
part of the old section following the 
words, “eligible to active membership," 
providing for active membership of non¬ 
residents who reside in immediately ad¬ 
joining counties. The reason for such 
omission is that provision for non-resident 
membership is included further on in 
these By-Laws; and the further fact that 
tile provision for one year of active 
practice required of physicians residing 
in this County, was abated, as the old 
was written, in behalf of physicians not 
living in this County. 

In other particulars the essential pro¬ 
vision of the old will be found in the new. 

Associate Members 

Section 3. (a) Any physician not a 

citizen of the United States, but otherwise 
eligible to membership, may he received 
as an Associate Member of the Society; 
(b) anv physician, a member of any other 
County .Medical Society, who has become 
an actual resident of this County, and 
who presents his letter of recommendation 
to this Society, may he accorded the privi- 
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n iff associate membership, and after 
. . uar may present his application for 
arrive membership; (c) any person, a

For clearness Section 4 of the old C’hap- 
r |1 is made a part of the new Section 3

the definition of Associate Membership. 
Hie sections of Chapter I pertaining to 
j]i Classification of Members are rear- 
, uiged to follow serially with listirg 
iiuih'r Section 1. Associate membership 
under group (c) is provided so as to 

dude full-time medical workers who, 
tilthimgh holders of M. D. degrees are 
i ■ licensed to practice medicine—a pa¬ 
in it 'gist in a hospital may be so situated. 

' aid such physician has seemed a license 
: ) practice medicine Active Membership 
■ nut accorded him. Likewise, the Public 
Health Officer may not be an M. D., hut 
ir A desirable that lie be affiliated with 
tl - County Society. The policy of the 
xurietv is to admit to Active Membership 
mi)v holders of the degree, “Doctor of 
Medicine, 1 ’ who are licensed to practice 
in thb State, their licenses registered with 
the C ounty Clerk, who have engaged in 
thr active practice of medicine in this 
Ciiuutv for one year or more, and who 
: re citizens of the l niled States, or have 
indicated their intention to become citizens 
hv filing their first naturalization papers. 
Otherwise there are no changes. 

Non-Resident 

SECTION" 4. Any physician, not a resi- 
4 ,.t of Mahoning County, of good pro- 
irssiona 1 standing, and a member of his 
Ciiuntv Medical Society, if such a Society 
, xAts, shall be eligible to Non-Resident 
Mi inhership in the Society. Dues for such 
membership shall he $2.()(..) per year. 


H onora r y M em bers 

Section 5. Any person who has risen 
to eminence in Medicine or the Allied 
Sciences or who has performed some 
hot able service to the Medical Profession 
or to the Society, or who by years of 
practice is (deemed worthv of the honor, 
shall he eligible to Honorary Me ill he r- 
ship. Proposals for Honorary Member¬ 
ship may he submitted to the Society a? 
anv regular meeting and then referred 
to the Hoard of Censors and balloted upon 
in the same maimer as active members. 
They shall not he required to pay any 
dues, except for the cost of the Stale 
Journal. 

Leadership 

Section C This Society shall endeavor 
to educate Its members to the belief that 
the phvsician should he a leader in his 
commonitv, in character, in learning, m 
dignified and manly bearing, and m 
courteous and open treatment of hA 
brother physicians, to the end that the 
Profession may occupy that place in its 
own and the public: estimation to which 
it is entitled. 

Privileges of Members 
Section t. All members shall he en¬ 
titled to participate in the scientific de¬ 
liberations of the Society. 1 he privileges 
of voting and holding office shall be re¬ 
stricted: to the Active Members in good 
standing, and whose dues and assessments 
are paid in full. No member shall hold 
two offices simuhanemislv. 

CHAPTER II 

Election of Members 

Section 1, Application for member¬ 
ship, either Active, Associate or Non- 
Resident, must be made in writing upon 
a form provided by this Society and th ■ 
application must he accompauied by dties 
to cover the rein a ind er of the current 
vear, and filed with the Secretary. Such 
application shall state the applicant's age, 
his citizenship, his college and medical 
school, his literary and medical degrees, 
and dates tyf graduation, the places in 
which he has practised, and the dates of 
licensure in this State and registration in 
this (’ouii tv, and shall he endorsed t>> 
two members of this Society. The Secre¬ 
tary shall read such application at the 
next regular meeting of the Society, and 
the President shall refer it promptly to 
the Hoard of Censors, with anv informa¬ 
tion concerning the eligibility of the ap¬ 
plicant that may be in the possession of 
the President or the Secretary. 

The Hoard of Censors shall, after due 
consideration o the eligibility of the ap¬ 
plicant, repon within one month its find- 
ings to the Council of the Society. Tin 
Council shill review these findings and 
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p niece d to ballot, and if a majority ot 
tlit- Council membership present at that 
meetin«; cast tUeir vote in the affirmative 
the applicant shall he prnvisionallv elect¬ 
ed, It such majority of the Council cast 
(heir vote in the negative, the applicant 
shall he provisionally rejected, hut the 
Council may reconsider sueh application 
nT any subsequent regular Council meet¬ 
ing. If ami when the Council shall have 
voted alfTftnati vely, the Secretary shall 
publish the same in The Iia l let in , and 
after U days should there he no written 
objection received in the Secretary, the 
election shall he considered final and the 
apnHcant notified bv the Secretary who 
will have him acknowledge in writing his 
allegiance to the Constitution and Bv 
laws of this Society. Tf, within the 15 
dav period, a written objection is received 
In the Store tan,- the application shall go 
to the Council for its final acceptance or 
rejection,' a favorable vote of two-thirds 
of the total Council membership shall 
constitute acceptance, and failure to re¬ 
ceive a vote of acceptance shall constitute 
rejection of such applicant. Acceptance bv 
two-thirds of the Council membership 
shall be final and the Secretary shall im¬ 
mediately notify the candidate of his elec¬ 
tion to this Society, and shall have him 
acknowledge in writing his allegiance to 
the Constitution and By-Laws of this 
Society. 

Section' 2. Grounds for refusing mem¬ 
bership in this Society: In addition to the 
lack of qualifications for membership set 
out in Chapter I, Sections 2. 3, 4, and 5. 
any applicant for membership in this So¬ 
ciety who is believed by the Board of 
Censors or bv the Council to be guilty of 
actions which under Section (> of this 
Chapter, were he a member, would call 
for disciplinary proceedings, shall be re- 
fused membership. 

For clearness the new Section 1 defines 
the situation of an applicant who is re¬ 
jected by Council at its first vote, and also 
'U its final vote. This lias needed clarify¬ 
ing on different occasions in the past. 
More specific provisions for application 
for membership are -et out. 

S v cno\ 3. Applicants who have been 
rejected shall not have their names again 
presented within 12 months. 

Skctiov 4. A member of this Society if 
in good standing, removing to aUv other 
nationally recognized medical jurisdiction, 
shall, upon request therefor be given by’ 
the Secretary a letter of recommendation 
to the Society of the jurisdiction into 
which he removes. Pending his accept¬ 


ance or rejection bv the Society in the 
conn tv to which he removes such member 
shall be considered to be in good standing 
in this Society to the end of the period 
for which his dues have been paid. 

Discipline of Members 

SECTION' 5. Members may be censured, 
suspended or expelled from membership 
in this Society. 

A member shall he deemed to have been 
censured if, in accordance with these By- 
Laws, he shall be adjudged giiiliv of any 
of the offenses set out under Section 5. 

By suspension all the rights and privi¬ 
leges of membership shall be temporarily 
withdrawn from the member suspended; 
but such member may be fully reinstated 
as provided by Section 9 of this Chanter; 
except that the provision of the By-Laws 
for suspension for non-pavrneiit of dues 
shall be lifted only as provided in Chapter 
III, Sections 4 and 5 of these By-Laws. 

By expulsion is meant the total sever¬ 
ance of a member who shall be expelled 
from all the rights and privileges of 
membership. Restoration of such expelled 
member shall follow the processes as pro¬ 
vided in Section 9, of this Chapter. 

Section 6. Grounds for censure, sus¬ 
pension, or expulsion, shall include: gross 
negligence by a member in the perform¬ 
ance of his duties as an ethical physician; 
inexcusable bad taste in professional con¬ 
duct or disregard for that proper per¬ 
sonal deportment in his professional rela¬ 
tionships that should characterize a physi¬ 
cian who is loyal to the spirit of ethical 
medical practice; the securing of a patent 
for a remedy or for an instrument vised 
in the practice of medicine elf surgery 
and reaping pecuniary reward there¬ 
from ; selling or being financially in¬ 
terested in the sale of patent medicines or 
nostrums or giving a certificate in favor 
of a patented or proprietary remedy or 
patented instrument; entering Into an 
agreement to receive pecuniary compen¬ 
sation or patronage for sending prescrip¬ 
tions to any apothecary, or so writing 
prescriptions as to be intelligible only to 
certain apothecaries; being a party to 
the buying or selling of patients bv fee¬ 
splitting, or doing lodge, society, club, 
or contract practice in a manner injurious 
to the Profession; violating the Prin¬ 
ciples ot Fthics of the American Medical 
.Association ; or being guilty of any con¬ 
duct which is offensive to the moral and 
ethical conceptions of the Profession of 
Gils community. 

Further grounds for censure, suspension, 
or expulsion shall include the violation bv 
any member or members, of the following 
provisions, to wit: In the event that any 
lav organization wishes to contract with 
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. member or a group of int'inber^ of the 
jnriely to render medical service to one 
iu more imligent patients, the member or 
members of the Society concerned shall 
i'i : : jeh lav organization to the Council. 

I C luneil shall require: (a),a thorough 
iu\ ligation of each of such patients to 
Tier mine if charity service is deserved; 

1 mt each patient or person respon- 
- hir in the case, shall be referred to the 
physician of his own choice; (e) that no 
Hie ; , member, or employee of such lay 
nrgmhj'.arion shall in any way attempt to 
irili jtmcjL- the patient or anvone else in 
ihe free choice of the physician to do the 
bed service; and (d) that the fee for 
nil medical service shall be paid directly 
• . the physician rendering the service, by 
(hr lav organization promoting the par- 
tm ibir philanthropy. No member or group 
ill members of the Society shall perform 
medical services of any kind under any 
. i act with any lay organization failing 
to r vjiplv with the above requirements. 

The provisions relating to eon tract 
icrice with a charitable lay organiza- 
nu contains the provisions of the special 
r fin fiction of the Society passed some 
i ’ u vt ars ago.

Such notice shall proffer to the accused an 
, a itunity to be heard in his own de- 
, to show cause to the Society against 


suspension or expulsion. At the same tirm 
they shall notify the members of the So- 
cietv bv mail of such impending action. 
If, as provider! in Section 9 of this Chap¬ 
ter, two-thirds of the members present so 
decree suspension or expulsion shall not 
lie invoked. Otherwise, such suspension 
or expulsion shall take immediate effect, 
without further action. A member whose 
license has been revoked shall be dropped 
from membership automatically as of the 
date of revocation. 

Paragraph (e) added to comply with 
Chapter XI, Section 4, of the Bv-Laws of 
the State .Association. Automatic drop¬ 
ping of a member whose license is re¬ 
voked is required bv Section 1. Chapter 
XI, of the State By-Laws. 

Section 8. Charges against a member 
for violation of the Principles of Ethics 
of the American Medical Association or 
of the Constitution and the By'-Laws of 
this Societv, as specified in Section 6 of 
this Chapter, shall be presented in writ¬ 
ing to the Censors who shall at the 
earliest possible time notifv the accused 
member of such charges in writing. The 
Censors will then proceed to make a care¬ 
ful and impartial investigation and it 
they consider the charges to be sustained 
they shall report their findings, with spe¬ 
cific recommendations as to censure, sus¬ 
pension, Or expulsion, to this Society' fur 
action at its next regular meeting, having, 
at least 10 days previously, notified this 
Society through a notice as provided in 
Section 3, Chapter VII, and the accused 
bv registered letter, of the date on which 
their report, is to be made. Notice to the 
accused shall include a written copy of 
the charges against him, and he shall be 
afforded the opportunity of a hearing be 
fore the Society. If the accused fails to 
appear before this Society, or appearing, 
is ad j udged guilty bv two-thirds of the 
members voting, he shall thereby be cen¬ 
sured, unless by subsequent balloting two- 
thirds of the members voting shall decree 
that the accused shall be suspended or 
expelled. All such voting shall be by 
secret ballot. The Censors may of their 
own accord, or upon request of the Coun¬ 
cil, take cognizance of any violation of 
the Principles of Ethics or unprofessional 
eon duet and proceed as directed above. 

Section 9. Except for delinquency in 
the payment of dues, any censure may he 
expunged, any suspension lifted, and anv 
expelled member may be restored to full 
membership, by the affirmative vote of 
two-thirds of the members present at any 
regular meeting; provided, that the Secre¬ 
tary shall notify the members of the So- 
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ciety by mail at least 10 days and noL 
more than 20 days prior to sueh regular 
meeting that a vote on sueh particular 
real sure, suspension or expulsion will be 
taken; and provided, further, that such 
vote shall be by secret ballot. Suspension 
for a limited time shall terminate at the 
expiration thereof. Suspensions designat¬ 
ed to terminate upon the performance of 
specified acts shall be lifted upon the per¬ 
formance of those acts if approved by a 
two-thirds vote ot the total membership 
of the Council, Members suspended for 
non-payment of dues, or whose member¬ 
ship shall have lapsed for no a- payment 
of dues, may have such suspension lifted 
fit membership restored only as provided 
in Chapter JJI, Sections 4 and 5, 

See no\ 10. Any member who may feel 
aggrieved by the action of the Society, in 
censuring, suspending, or expelling him, 
may appeal his case to the Council of the 
State Association as provided in Chapter 
11, Section 5. of the By-Laws of the State- 
Association. 

Sections 4 to 10, inclusive, of Chapter 
II of the new By-Laws, while including 
all of the essentials of Sections 5 and 6 
of ('ha[iter II of the old By-Laws, go 
much further in defining the grounds and 
nature of disciplinary actions. Jt is be¬ 
lieved that these new provisions will 
greatly add to the power of the Society 
to protect itself against those who would 
abuse membership, while at the same 
time protecting the rights of such members 
and making affirmative discipUnarv ac¬ 
tion much more certain and easy. These 
provisions re move sueh problems from 
the realm of individual and personal 
action, and establishes them as functions 
of the entire Society against whom the 
individual appears to have transgressed. 
Resignations 

Sixtiox 1 1. Resignations of members 
must be in writing anti sent to the Secre¬ 
tary. \o member may resign who is in 
arrears for dues or against whom charges 
have been preferred and are still pending. 
Deaths 

Sixtiox 12. At the regular meetings 
of this Society the President shall an¬ 
nounce the death of any mem her which 
may have taken place since the last meet¬ 
ing of this Society. 

CHAPTER III 

Due &—A ssess m en t s 

SrxTiox 1. J he tines of the different 
classes of membership shall be such as 
the Society from time to time shall decide, 
and which for the time being are estab¬ 
lished as follows: Active, $20.00 per vear ; 
Associate members (a), (b), and (c).

Sfctiox 4, A member delinquent three 
months in the payment of his tlues shall 
be automatically suspended for non-pay¬ 
ment of tlues; but he shall be automatic¬ 
ally restored to membership on the pay¬ 
ment of all indebtedness to the Society, 
provided such payment, is made within 
12 months of delinquency. Members who 
have been more than one year in arrears 
shall be automatically dnipped from the 
membership roll, anti can be re-in stated 
only through regular application for mem¬ 
bership as is required of new members;

not he considered unless it is accompanied 
by an amount etjual to the dues for the 
first year of such delinquency, plus the 
dues required by Section 3 of this Chap¬ 
ter, for new members. A member shall 
be deemed delinquent and in arrears from 
January first of the current year until 
his dues and assessments have been paid. 

Six nox 5. Remission of dues: In the 
event of a member of this Society being 
unable to pay current dues, or the dues 
of the immediately preceding year, or 
special assessments of the current or pre¬ 
ceding year, the Council is empowered t* 
act upon its own volition or upon petition 
presented by said member cl i recti y o r 
through friends, for the remission of such 
dues and/or assessments. The Council in 
its discretion may remit delinquent cur¬ 
rent tlues, or assessments, or the dues 
and/or assessments of the immediately 
preceding year, but shall not relieve a 
mem be i' of ea idler dues or assessments 
nor of dues or assessments not yet pay¬ 
able. The Council shall communicate its 
decision to the Secretary and Treasurer, 
who shall he governed thereby.

CHAPTER V 
Duties of the Officers 
President 

Sixriov 1, 'The President shall preside 
at all meetings of the Society and of the 
Council, and shall appoint all committees 
except as otherwise provided for by the 
Constitution and By-Laws or ordered In 
the Society, and shall perform such other 
duties pertaining to that: office as are 
assigned to him by the Constitution and 
these By-Laws, and by parliamentary 
usage. He shall be ex-officio, a member 
of all committees. 

President-Elect 

Sf.ction 2. 'The President-Elect, in the 
absence or disability of the President, 
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shall perloi in the prescribed duties of 
the President; and he shall perform such 
other duties a- are assigned to him by the 
Constitution and these By-Laws. 

Secretary 

Section 1. The Secretary shall notify 
all members of regular or special meet¬ 
ings and of all elections of the Society, 
and shall end such other notices and 
attend to such business as the Society or 
the Council may direct. He shall keep a 
correct list of the members of the Society, 
noting the School of Medicine and date of 
graduation of each, the date of the cer¬ 
tificate entitling him to practice medicine 
in this County; and separately he shall 
keep the same facts in regard to each 
legally qualified physician in this County 
not a member of this Society. 

lie shall transmit to the State Associa¬ 
tion the annual State Association dues of 
ail paid-up members of the Society at such 
a time as will reach the proper officer be¬ 
fore the first day of January of the year 
for which such dues or assessments are 
ley led. He shall be required to accept 
membership dues properly tendered by 
any member who is in good standing at 
the time such tender is made. lie shall 
transmit State Association dues and as¬ 
sessments to the State Association for all 
new members and delinquent: members 
immediately on their payment. 

He shall keep a special bound record 
hook containing a copy of the Constitu¬ 
tion and By-Laws together with all 
amendments, ihe date of adoption and a 
notation of their ratification by the Coun¬ 
cil of the State Association. Such record 
book shall also contain the signature of 
each member of the Society who is en¬ 
titled to membership in The Ohio State 
Medical Association, the date of his elec¬ 
tion to membership, arid the date of his 
decease, resignation or expulsion. 

He shall take the minutes of the pro¬ 
ceedings of this Society, and of the Coun¬ 
cil, and transcribe them in a hook to be 
kept for that purpose. He shall be the 
custodian of the Charter of the Society, 
and shall have charge of all papers be¬ 
longing to this Society except those per¬ 
taining if) the Treasurer, or to special 
committees. He shall promptly notify 
all officers and new Iv-elected members of 
their election, and the Chairman and 
members of each special committee of 
their appointment, and of the names of 
their associates on the committees, and of 
any resolution under wdiich the committee 
was created ; he shall furnish credentials 
to members elected Delegates to other 
organizations; he shall certify to the 
Executive Sec ret a rv of the Ohio State 
Medical Association the names of the 


Delegates to the Ohio State Medical Asso¬ 
ciation, when elected, and the Alternate 
Delegates, as provided by Chapter X, Sec¬ 
tion K), of the Bv-Laws of the State Asso¬ 
ciation. lie shall notify the President of 
the death of any member and enter the 
fact upon the minutes and have resolu¬ 
tions prepared and sent to the family and 
a copy of them sent to The Hull el in of the 
County Society, and shall notify the Jour¬ 
nal of the State Association. 

Within two weeks after the December 
business meeting lie shall forward to the 
Lxecutive Secretary of the Ohio State 
Medical Association a list of the newly- 
elected ofheirs and committee chairmen 
of this Society,* He shall furnish to said 
Executive Secretary a notice of ally- 
changes in membership, and shall sub¬ 
mit to him for the approval of the State 
Council any amendments to the Constitu¬ 
tion arid By-Laws of the Society that may 
have been made. He shall send a copy 
of the program of each Society meeting 
to his District Councilor, and to the State 
Executive Sec ret a rv. 

lie shall keep the accounts of this So¬ 
ciety, issue bills, notify members in ar¬ 
rears and collect all dues, and assess¬ 
ments. He shall pay at least once each 
month to the Treasurer all money re¬ 
ceived specifying the sources and shall 
take the receipt of the Treasurer for the 
same; he shall keep his accounts in such 
form as may be prescribed by the Council, 
to wdiich he shall at the end of the year 
submit the same for audit, and shall 
present a yearly summary of the activities 
of his office to this Society at the business 
meeting in December. Publication of this 
report in the current December issue of 
The Bulletin shall be equivalent to a re¬ 
port to the Society. He shall conduct the 
correspondence of this Society and per¬ 
form such other duties appertaining to 
his office as may from time to time be re¬ 
quired, lie shall each month cause to he 
published in The Bulletin the proceedings 
of the Council, and shall identify under 
special heading any proceedings of the 
Council in its capacity as Trustees or a 
Board of ('outrob 

Upon the election and qualification of 
his successor, the Secretary shall turn 
over to him. nr to the Council, all of the 
Society records and property in his pos¬ 
session. He shall receive such honorarium 
as shall he allowed by the Council. 

Treasurer 

Section - 4. The Treasurer shall be the 
custodian of all funds of the Society. lie 
shall deposit all money, or any other 
securities, that may come into his pos¬ 
session in the name of The Mahoning

Duties ol‘ the Council 

Suction 8. 'The Council shall hold 
monthly meetings, except during the sum¬ 
mer recess. The Council m;iv, at its dis¬ 
cretion, bring such matters as it may 
deem advisable to the attention and vote 
of the Society, together with its recom¬ 
mendations. 

Idle Council by a majority vote of its 
members present at any rcgular meeting 
may request the Board of Censors to 
investigate alleged violations by members 
of this Constitution and these Bv-Eavvs or 
of the Principles of Ethics of the Amer¬ 
ican Medical Association. 

The Council shall constitute the Trus¬ 
tees and the Board of Control of all real 
estate, personal property, and money of 
which the Society now has or may acquire 
the ownership; and, at its discretion, mav 
invest the funds of the permanent ac¬ 
counts in securities of the United States 
Covernment The Council shall likewise 
be the Trustees and the Board of Control 
of the Society when incorporated, and of 
all of its incorporated agencies. 

It shall lie mandatory upon the Council 
to secure at the end of each year a com¬ 
plete audit by a certified public accountant 
of all financial transactions of the Society, 
covering the immediately preceding vear. 

A petition of protest may he filed with 
the Secretary by any six members of the 
Society against the Council, as 'Trustees 
or a Board of Control, but such protest 
shall be limited to the alienation of title 
to real estate and the expenditure of 
more than $200.00, whether in money or 
securities, for purposes not specifically 
authorized by the Society and not a part 
of operating expenses. The matter shall 
then be brought to a vote of the Society 
at one of the next two regular meetings 
thereafter, and the Secretary shall mail 
to each member notice of such protest 
and contemplated action not less than 10 
days nor more than 20 days prior to the 
regular meeting at which action is taken. 
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and such protest shall be of no effect 
unless sustained by two-thirds of the votes 
cast the teem. 

The Council shall consider and report 
upon any matter referred to it by the 
Society. It shall authorize the payment of 
all financial obligations of the Society. 
In addition, the Council shall have such 
other powers and shall perform such 
other duties as are elsewhere delegated to 
it by the Constitution and these By-Laws. 
The President shall call a meeting of the 
Council at any time upon the request of 
three or more of its members. A major¬ 
ity of the members shall be necessary to 
constitute a quorum.

(For other duties of the Council see 
Chapter II, Sections I, 2, 8, and 9; Chap¬ 
ter III, Sections 5 and 6 ; Chapter fV, 
Section 3 ; Chapter V, Sections 3, +, and 
6; Chapter VI, Sections 1, 6, and 7;

The new Chapter V contains all the 
provisions of the old Chapter V, hut adds 
new provisions. It drops tile office of 
Vice-President, which office is regarded 
as no longer necessary, since the Presi¬ 
dent- Id eet should properly perform the 
duties formerly delegated to the Vice- 
President. Phe new Sections, 5 and 6, 
define the Board of Censors, provide 
tor filling vacancies thereof, and more 
fully define their duties. The new Sec¬ 
tion 7 defines the Council and gives to 
the Alternate Delegates, as members of 
the Council the right to a vote, in as 
much as they are elected by the Society. 
A provision relative to the Editor of 
The Bulletin, who may be a member of 
Council in some other capacity, clarifies 
his status as to his voting capacity. Phe 
new Section 8 d efines Council's powers 
and duties as Tiustees and as the Board 
of Control of any agency or uf the So¬ 
ciety if incorporated, 

CHAPTER VI 
Committees

'The 
President shall appoint each year a mem¬ 
ber of the Society to serve as a member 
of the Auxiliary Committee on Medical 
Defense, as provided for in Chapter IX, 
Section 6, of the By-Laws of the Ohio 
State Medical Association; and the Pres¬ 
ident shall appoint each year a member 
of the Society to serve as a member of 
the Auxiliary Committee on Public Rela¬ 
tions and Economies as provided for in 
Chapter X. Section II, of the By-Laws 
of the Ohio State Medical Association. 

Legislative 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the 
Legislative Committee to study proposed 
legislation affecting the Medical Profes¬ 
sion, to recommend legislation on these 
subjects, and to cooperate with the Legis¬ 
lative Committee of the Ohio State Med¬ 
ical Association in the furtherance of 
legislation affecting the medical profession 
of the State; to keep the local profession 
informed of such matters pending and 
to inform our local representatives and 
senators of the attitude of the Medical 
Society with respect to such proposed 
legislation. 

Public Health 

Section 3. It shall he the duty of the 
Public Health Committee to advise with 
and recommend to the local, state and 
national health authorities, such action as 
they may deem best suited to further the 
health and sanitation of the community; 
to further the proper instruction of school 
children in matters of public health; and 
in case of war, epidemic or catastrophe 
to cooperate with the local ami national 
Red Cross in providing proper and ade- 
quate medical services. 

Housing and Library 

Section 4. It shall he the duty of the 
Housing and Library Committee to secure 
suitable quarters tor all meetings of the 
Society, its library and exhibits; and to 
secure such furnishings and assistance 
as are required to maintain these quarters 
in proper condition, and to facilitate the 
meetings of the Society. 

Program 

Section 5. It shall he the duty of the 
Program Committee to arrange for the 
presentation he in re the Society of scien¬ 
tific and other papers, and in general to 
set up all scientific and other programs, 
both regular and special, for the Soyietv.

CHAPTER VII 
Society Meetings 

Section' 1. The regul ar meetings of 
the Society shall be held on the third 
Tuesday of each month from September 
to June inclusive. 'The Council may post¬ 
pone or omit meetings should it be deemed 
necessary. The regular meeting in De¬ 
cember shall be the annual meeting for 
the election of officers and other business. 

Section 2. Special meetings shall be 
called at any time by the President at 
the direction of the Council or upon the 
written request of 10 active members of 
the Society. At such meetings any pro¬ 
gram of literary exercises may be offered, 
but in the absence of a quorum no other 
business shall be transacted. Such busi¬ 
ness only, in any event, shall be transacted 
as has been specified in the notice calling 
the meeting. 

Section 3. The term “notice” as used 
in these By-Laws, except as otherwise 
provided, shall mean a written nr printed 
communication sent by mail to the last- 
address of a member as given by the 
member to the Secretary. 

Section 4. Order of Business—Regular 
meeting: (a) Call to order by the Presi¬ 
dent; Scientific Program of the evening; 
(b) If a business meeting follows, then 
the Secretary shall read the minutes per¬ 
taining to the business thereof; reports 
of officers and committees pertaining in 
the business lo bet dealt with; discussion 
and disposition of matters under con¬ 
sideration ; new business; reading of ap¬ 
plications for membership; announce¬ 
ments ; adjournment. 

Annual Meeting: Call to order; an¬ 
nouncement by the President of the pur¬ 
poses of the meeting; annual reports of 
the Council, Secretary, Treasurer, Audit¬ 
ing Committee, and standing committees; 
publication of these reports in the current 
December issue of The Bulletin shall be 
sufficient to meet the foregoing require¬ 
ment; election of officers; miscellaneous 
business ; adjmjnnrienf. 

Section 5. Rules of Order: With re¬ 
spect to all matters for which no provi¬ 
sion is contained in the Constitution or 
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By-Laws, the conduct of this Society shall 
he governed by the customary rules of 
procedure as are set forth in "Roberts’ 
Rides of Order.” 

A mend merits 

Section 6. Proposals for amending 
idicse By-Laws must be in writing signed 
by at least t w e 1 v e in e m her s, or by a 
legally appointed Committee on Consti¬ 
tution and By-Laws. They shall be read 
at any regular meeting of this Society 
and shall be published in the next issue 
of The Bulletin. By unanimous consent 
the reading by title of any such amend¬ 
ments shall be sufficient. They shall be 
acted upon by the Society at the next 
regular meeting held not less than 30 days 
after such publication. X o amendment 
shall be voted upon unless due notice 
thereof, including the printing of the 
amendment in lull, shall have been given 
as above provided. An Affirmative vote of 
two-thirds of the Active members present 
shall be requisite to enact an amendment. 
Whenever any additions, deletions, or 
amendments ot the Constitution and By- 
Laws of this Society are adopted, such 
additions, deletions, or amendments shall 
he pi ornptlv submitted to the Council of 
The Ohio State Medical Association for 
approval and shall not become effective 
until surh approval shall have been given. 
It shall also he incumbent upon this So¬ 
ciety, as a component unit of The Ohio 
State Medical Association, to make such 
changes in its Constitution and By-Laws 
as shall bring them into conformity with 
the Constitution and By-Laws of the State 
Association, and such conformity shall be 
made in accordance with the requirements 
of the Constitution and By-Laws of the 
State Association. 

Medical Ethics 

Section 7. The Principles of Medical 
Kthics: The Principles of Medical Ethics 
of 7’he American Medical Association 
and the rules, regulations, and interpreta¬ 
tions of The Ohio State Medical Associa¬ 
tion shall govern this Society. 

Incorporation 

Section 8. 'I 'he Society, by majority 
vote of the Active Members, at any reg¬ 
ular meeting shall have authority to di¬ 
rect the Council to arrange for Articles 
of Incorporation whenever the Society 
may deem incorporation desirable; pro¬ 
vided, any motion to take such action 
shall be made only in a regular meeting, 
shall he published in the next issue of 
The Bulletin . and shall be acted on at 
the next regular meeting held not less 
than 30 days after such publication; and 
provided, further, that the Council of the 
Society shall at all times constitute the 
Board of Trustees of such corporation. 


Repeal 

Section 9. All rules of the chair and 
standing resolutions and decisions adopt¬ 
ed or rendered previous to the adoption 
of these By-Laws, and all previous By- 
Laws are hereby repealed and declared 
to he terminated. 

Section 10. Upon adoption of these 
By-Laws, and their approval by the Coun¬ 
cil of the State Association, all previous 
By-Laws are hereby repealed. 

#■ 

The new Chapter VII provides for the 
processes of incorporation of the Society 
as contemplated in Article VIII of the 
Constitution. There is slight alteration 
in Section 3 pertaining to addresses of 
members, and in Section 6 providing time 
limitations and methods of notice and 
action on amendments. These Sections 
also provide that publication in The Bul¬ 
letin shall constitute the required legal 
notice. 

Final action will be taken by tktf So¬ 
ciety at the March meeting. Please bring 
with you this copy of The Bulletin. The 
entire Constitution and By-Laws, as pro¬ 
posed, a re printed in full in the fore¬ 
going.

Comptroller J. R. T. O'Connor's 
report that there was not a single 
failure of a national bank in the year 
ended October 31, 1936—a 55-vear 
record—-seems matter for jubilation.
